Israeli, Egyptian Jets Clash 


TEL AVIV (AP) - Israeli 


and Egyptian jet fighters bat- 
tled over the northern neck of 
the Red Sea today and the Is- 
raeli army claimed one Egyp- 
tian MIG17 was shot down. 


A spokesman said a second 


Egyptian MIG was "seen to be 
hit" and headed back to base. 


He stated all Israeli jets re- 


turned safely. 


An undicslosed number of Is- 


raeli jets were reported to have 


encountered the two Russian-de- 
signed MIGs over the sea near 
Sharm El Sheikh, on the south- 
ernmost tip of the Israeli-occu- 
pied Sinai Peninsula.

A native of Basel, Barth wai 


praised as the most creative 
Protestant 
theologian 
since 


John Calvin. He also was var 


Karl Barth 
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ously damned as a heretic, a 
narrow-minded biblicist and an 
atheist in disguise—but even 
some of his critics called him 
'the most monumental appear- 
ance in our period." 


He gave the world of religious 


thought 10 fat tomes, elaborat- 
ing a formidable and intricate 
Protestantism that stressed the 
spiritual nature of true religion 
—faith in Christ, the church of 
Christ and the Bible as His wit- 
ness. 


As a young minister in Work 


War I, Barth published his firs 
bombshell in 1918. His "Epistli 
to the Romans" was a scathini 


As a scholar and later a 


teacher, Barth had little time 
for politics—"fundamentally un- 
interesting"-until 
1933 after 


Hitler established the Third 
Reich. Then a professor at the 
University of Bonn, he repeated- 
ly attacked Nazism until he was 
arrested, tried, found guilty of 
"seducing the minds of German 
students" and expelled from 
Germany in 1935. 


In World War II, Barth volun- 


eered for duty in the Swiss 
army at the age of 54 and spent 
much of the duration guarding a 
bridge on the German frontier. 
After the war he returned brief- 


to lecture in the bombed-out 


•uins of his old university in 
Jonn, then came back to Basel 
o carry on with the intellectual 
ob he started in 1932- the writ- 
ng of Church Dogmatics.

Poinsettia Pointers 
Promise Pleasure 


T h e traditional Christmas;a poinsettia also need special 


flower is the poinsettia. Whether 
white, pink, or red, all poinset- 
tias are extremely sensitive and 
require special care. The proper 
care of a poinsettia plant can 
bring pleasure for months after 
the holiday season, according to 
Mrs. Alice Schultz, Outagamie 
County Extension Home Econ- 
omist. 


House temperatures are one 


of the greatest factors affecting 
the length of time a flowering 
poinsettia will remain attrac- 
tive. Drafts, extreme tempera- 
tures, dry atmosphere, improp- 
er watering, sudden tempera- 
ture changes, dim light — all 
are conditions that can cause 
loss of leaves and withering of 
flowers. A uniform temperature 
between 60-75 degrees F. is 
ideal for poinsettia plants. Place 
the plant where it gets bright 
light — not direct sunlight — 
and where the air is not too dry. 
Take it out of a window at night 
if there is danger of chilling. 


Soil moisture and condition of 


attention. Soil should be neither 
too soggy nor should it be bone- 
dry. More people are guilty of 
killing their plants by drowning 
than by drought. Learn to gauge 
the moisture content of soil b; 
its color and 'feel'. As the soi 
surface dries, it gets lighter in 
color. When soil is too dry, i 
becomes firm and cracks. When 
it is too wet, it feels slimy am 
sticky. 


Even with the best of care, a 


poinsettia eventually will lose 
its flowers and drop some of its 
leaves. Do not feel that all is 
lost, because the poinsettia is a 
plant that *an be made to re- 
bloom again. 


When the flowers of the plant 


drop, gradually reduce the sup- 
ply of water. Water the plant 
just enough about every 10 days 
to prevent the stems from 
shriveling or cracking. Move the 
plant to a cool location (not

Like man-made computers, the 
brain can process data with 
such lightning speed that men 
are hard-pressed to devise 
ways of feeding it information 
fast enough. 


In fact, the human brain has 


been called the world's finest, 
most expensive computer. By 


comparison, the largest 
electronic computer in use 
today looks like a child's 
plaything. 


But in an era of "information 


explosion," how do you 
"program" information to the 
human brain? Spoken language 
is far too slow. The average 
person speaks about 150 words 
per minute. The mind can think 
far faster than that. 


In fact, man has yet to 


devise a means of feeding 
information to his brain that 


is more efficient than the 
written word. Fast readers can 
read up to 1,500 words a 
minute—ten times the average 
rate for the spoken word. 
Scanning can accelerate this 
rate still more. 


Perhaps some day men will 


devise some electronic system 
to program their own brains 
more rapidly. Until they do, no 
method is as efficient as the 
written word. 


The alphabet, movable type 


and the printing press are 
among man's oldest inventions. 
But as tools for furthering 
human knowledge they are as 
modern as the most modern 
computer. 


Perhaps this is the reason 


more people still get more 
information from daily 
newspapers than from any

This kind of exposure of unfair 
business practices, 
including 


municipal and state operations 
has brought gratifying results 
without any legal action at all 
Certain merchants have toed 
the line because of public opin- 
ion; certain workmen and serv- 
ices have improved; certain 
restrooms have been brought up 
to sanitation standards; certain 
dangerous traffic intersections 
have been made safe; better 
lighted streets in some commu- 
nities have helped reduce the 
crime rate. 


Court Cases Lengthy 


In some cases, through sheer 


citizen pressure, road building 
that would have necessitated 


the consumer? More legal pro- 
cedure? Or the time-tested pow- 
er of public opinion? In many 
cases, of course, 
legislative 


force has been necessary and 
invaluable. Just to mention 
some of the fine legislation that 
has indeed protected the con-

If all legislation could be 


implemented, and within a rea- 
sonable period of time, we'd 
have a lot fewer consumer 
gripes. But when it takes an age 
to get action, we'd better also 
have some local programs that 
can operate effectively outside 
the courts. Two long-establish- 
ed, consumer-oriented services 
that have stepped up programs 
to handle gripes are the Credit 
Bureau and the Better Business 
Bureau. With their neighborhood; 
offices and mobile offices-cm-! 
wheels, they hope to help settle 


complaints on an individual 
dtaeutston basis. Let's wish 
them well — and encourage 
other such consumer gripe cen- 
ters at the local level. 


And let's never forget that as 
the interested parties - be- 
cause our incomes and tax 
dollars are involved — consum- 
ers should help police them- 


selves. A well informed and

The prediction that Rep. Melvin Laird 


will be announced as the new Secretary of 
Defense when President-elect Richard Nix* 
on reveals his cabinet choices Wednesday is 
a complete surprise to Laird's friends and 
constituents. The Wisconsin Republican's 
long-time ambition had been to advance his 
seniority and influence in the House of 
Representatives toward the day when he 
migbt become speaker of that body under 
Republican control 


For him to give up that seniority and 


that-influence Nixon must liave persuaded 
Laird that his talents were greatly needed 
in the new Republican administration. 


Qi prestige and policy-making impor- 


tance, the position of Secretary of Defense 
ranks only slightly behind that of Secretary 
of State. And with the management of the 
war'in Vietnam today being such a vital 
factor to the whole success of a new 
administration, Laird as Defense Secretary 
will be one of the strong men of the new 
cabinet. 


The appointment is also something of a 


surprise from the point of view that Laird 
brings little administrative experience into 
what is regarded as one of the world's 
toughest administrative positions. But in 
recent years he has been outspoken on 
policy as management of the Defense 
Department relates to both foreign and 
domestic affairs. 


In his book A House Divided four yean 


ago he enunciated the Republican philoso- 
phy that the United States must keep ahead 
of the Soviet Union in all facets of military 
power. This Was the same position which 
Nixon emphasized during the campaign. 


In recent years he had become Secre- 


tary of Defense McNamara's toughest critic 
in Congress. He accused McNamara of 
consistently underestimating the military 
costs of the Vietnam war, and consistently 
Laird's estimates turned out to be correct. 


As regards his overall attitude on 


Vietnam, Laird has said that he is neither a 
hawk nor a dove, but rather a "pessimist." 
As such he can be expected to exert his full 
influence to assist the Nixon administration 
in disengaging itself from that war. and to 
shift some of the massive spending the war 
entails to domestic programs in which he 
certainly will maintain a great interest.

honored that Mr. Nixon has chosen one of 
its native sons and most respected public 
figures for a position of such overall 
responsibility in the new administration. 
Coming as it does, though, as an unexpect- 
ed turn in his advancement in national 
affairs, and at a youthful age as far as 
political careers are concerned, we view it 
as not only a great challenge but also as a 
great opportunity toward future responsi- 
bility.

Justice Black in Perspective 


.Justice Hugo Black of the United States 


Supreme Court undoubtedly got himself in 
dutch with a segment of the population 
whefr he unloaded a few thoughts in a radio 
interview about dissenters who forget that 
not »only they but others have rights. We 
suspect that the justice, long noted for his 
bro^d interpretation of the First Amend- 
ment, has fallen into disfavor with those 
who believe dissent is an absolute right 
without qualification. But many other 
citizens are genuinely disturbed by dissent 
which involves violence against persons and 
property. Mr. Black's view simply put is 
that an ordered society must balance 
dissenters' rights against those of other 
citizens. 


Mr. Black was careful to say that the 


First Amendment protects free speech, 
writing and assembly. But he qualified this 
by .adding that ". . . it doesn't have 
anything that protects a man's right to 
walk around and around and around my 
Jioujse if he wants to fasten ... my family 
up into the house, make them afraid to go 
out'- of doors." He said this extends to 
public as well as private property He said 
almost the same thing in opinions in 1965 
and 1966. In one he wrote that ". . . The 
crowds that press in the streets for noble 
goaJs today can be supplanted tomorrow by 
street mobs pressing for precisely opposite 
ends." In another, he put it this way: "It is 
high time to challenge the assumption in 
which too many people have long acquiesc- 
ed that groups that think they have been 
mistreated, or thai actually have been mis- 
treated, have a constitutional right to use 
the public's streets, buildings and property 
to protest whatever, wherever and when- 
ever they want, without regard to whom 
they may disturb." 


•The so-called "activist" Supreme Court 


gradually has come to see some merit in 
Mr. Black's position. A majority upheld his 
1967 opinion declaring a Mississippi law 
constitutional which makes it illegal to 
block access to public buildings by picket- 
ing or demonstrating. So, too, Mr. Black's 
opinion has been modified during his many 
years on the high court. Back in 1952 he 
said that the First Amendment means ". . 
. . that individuals are guaranteed 
an 


undiluted and unequivocal right to express 
themselves on questions of current public 
interest." His present stance indicates that 
he now believes "undiluted" and "un- 
equivocal" also must be concerned with 
public and private rights on the other side 
of free speech and assembly. 


Certainly Americans have the right to 


express themselves however they wish on 
matters of public concern as long as they 
recognize that they must also face the 
consequences when what they say foments 
public disorder. When the rights of those 
who 
dissent 
from 
the dissenters are 


assaulted, the penalties for violating rules 
of the game should be assessed. Neither 
one side nor the other is to be favored but 
the rights and responsibilities of both must 
be in that delicate balance which protects 
one as well as the other. Unless this balance 
is maintained, dissent can become mob rule 
if it gets out of hand and, even more 
important, it can lose for the dissenters 
themselves 
protection 
of their rights 


through the unbridled and 
uncontrolled

Black has put into perspective the constant 
tug-of-war between those who are attacking 
the status quo and those who would 
preserve it at all costs in a fast-changing 
world where probing, questioning and 
dissent could lead to new approaches for 
solutions to the world's complex problems.

The New York Times, which 


takes its obligations to history 
seriously, has run a number of 
editorials and columns in- 
structing President-elect Nixon 
on the burdens and responsibil- 
ities of his office. Part of their 
message is the usual admoni- 
tion to appoint Nelson Rocke- 
feller to some vital office. For 
years now, the T i m e s has 
been singlehandedly running 
Rockefeller 
for just about 


everything; its loyal readers 
must have been stunned by 
Nixon's v i c t o r y at Miami 
Beach, an event that simply 
could not have occurred in a 
just world, and for which the 
news coverage in the world's 
greatest newspaper had left 
them totally unprepared. 


Now I have no illusions that 


Richard Nixon is standing on 
one foot waiting for my sug- 
gestions on his Cabinet. Hav- 
ing tried my best to beat him, 
I think it would be a bit 
presumptuous for me to sug- 
gest that Nixon demonstrate 
his statesmanship by naming, 
say, George Ball Secretary of 
State. Perhaps I am a hard 
case, but I think that if the 
American p e o p l e wanted 
George Ball for Secretary of 
State, they should have voted 
for Hubert Humphrey — just 
as I believe that if they want 
Nelson Rockefeller for any- 
thing, they could vote for him. 
In short, we live in a do-it- 
yourself universe. 
HAS SOME ADVICE 


However, on a different level 


of analysis, I do feel free to 
offer Mr. Nixon some advice 
and — since I differ strongly 
from the Times' position — I 
will use its counsel as my 
point of departure. "A good 
President cannot waste his 
precious time and energy run- 
ning the Department of State 
or any other department. He 
has to concern himself with 
the formulation of major pol- 
icy, not the execution of 
operational details . . . A 
responsible Presidency de- 
mands a strong, responsible, 
independent-minded Cabinet. . 
. The cabinet is no place for 
technicians or yes-men or 
am i a b 1 e mediocrities. . . 
George Washington did not 
hesitate to appoint such force- 
ful, independent figures as 
Thomas Jefferson and Alexan- 
der Hamilton. His example . . 
. remains a good one for his 
latest successor." (Dec. 1, 
1968) 


This is a fine example of the 


conventional wisdom, but any- 
one who has spent his time 
close to the Oval Office in the 
White House (including able 
correspondents) will immedi- 
ately reject out of hand the 
facile division between the 


"formulation of major policy", 
and the "execution of opera- 
tional details." If a President 
allows himself to become a 
t h eorist-in-residence, he is 
clearly a candidate for im- 
peachment. True, he should

not try to be a desk officer in 
the State Department, but he 
has to realize that the success 
or failure of "major policy" 
hinges on the "execution of 
operational details." 


For example, there was no 


great theoretical p r o b l e m 
about the enlargement of the 
Paris talks and the bombing 
halt. But, as events demon- 
strated, the implementation of 
major p o l i c y required im- 
mense Presidential oversight 
of the execution of operational 
details. A President is elected 
to make and implement policy, 
and a natural corollary of this 
obligation to the American 
people is, curiously enough, 
that his Cabinet should be 
composed of "yes-men," not 
independent political operators 
who have their own views 
about the substance of public 
policy. I am not suggesting 
they should be weak men, 
mediocrities or stooges, but 
what they always have to keep 
in mind is that in the entire 
history of our Republic nobody 


has ever been elected Secre- 
tary of State, or Treasury, or 
Postmaster General. 
SORRY ABOUT THAT 


If President Johnson, hav- 


ing announced the bombing 
halt and the enlarged negoti- 
ations, had come back to the 
TV screens a few days later 
and said, "I am sorry but my 
independent-minded Secretary 
of Defense does not accept my 
views and — as a believer in 
dissent — I think we should 
try some other policy," the 
Times would have 
flipped. 


(President Eisenhower had a 
classic encounter of this sort 
with his Secretary of the 
Treasury, George Humphrey, 
who denounced his Chief's 
budget and got away with it. 
My recollection is that the 
Times did not support Hum- 
phrey's exercise of indepen- 
dence.)

ton's example leaves a great 
deal to be desired. Hamilton 
thought he was Prime Minis- 
ter and apparently hadn't the 
slightest qualms about engag- 
ing in secret contacts with the 
British behind Secretary of 
State Jefferson's back.

ruble national budget for next 
year. The official rate of the ru-

spending was a lower rate than 
a year ago when the Soviet Un- 
ion announced an increase of 2.2 
billion rubles to a total of 16.7 
billion. The costs of helping the 
North Vietnamese in the Viet- 
nam war and the Arab-Israeli 
dispute were believed to be a 
main factor in that increase. 


The budget defense figure is 


widely believed to include only 
a portion of Soviet military 
spending. Western 
observers 


figure about half the items nor- 
mally carried on the military 
budget are concealed under oth- 
er headings in the Soviet budg- 
et. 


The defense budget figure was 


given without elaboration but 
apparently it was a Soviet an- 
swer to increased

spending in the West. The Soviet 
press has recently been highly 
critical of plans for a step-up in 
activities in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization and has 
cautioned against the danger of 
an arms race. 


Some holdover expenses from
